Bat it is needless to protract this discussion 
over fictitions history, which I think Mr. Cole- 
man misinterprete. His theory of ite meaning 
appears to me no truer than that of Renan, 
which has been pretty well refated. 

As a matter of fact Jesus was put to death by 
the hostility of the Jewish priests and aristoc- 
racy, who recognized him ag an innovator, dis- 
tarbing their old religion with a new dispensa- 
tion; and their accusation of seeking tobe King 
of the Jews was as false as their other pretente. 
As to what the pseudo-gospela mean, it Is bard- 
ly worth while to discuss it at present. Their 
real purpose was to establish a priestly des- 
potism on a superstitious basis. They accom- 
plished it for seventeen centuries, and it js on- 
ly being to decay and die. ' 

Ihave given this subject a thorough investi- 
gation, discovering many facta which are im- 
portant and startling, and In due time I propose 
to prove: 

1, That Jesus and the apostles have been 
grossly and slanderously misrepresented by the 
pseudo-gospels, and were the most elevated 
type of heroic and religious humarity that the 
history of the world has ever mentioned; and 
are not responsible for the Roman fictions.
